OKLAHOMA’S COAL PRODUCTION. 
We are informed that the coal pro­ 
duction of Oklahoma during the eix 
months from April I to October I 
this year exceeded the production for 
the same length of time last year by 
almost one million tons. 
This enor­ 
mous production was made possible 
by the co-operation of the coal oper­ 
ators and miners and the effective 
work of the Federal Fuel Adminis­ 
tration of Oklahoma. Ada must feel 
proud of this record inasmuch as a 
local man, P. A. Norris, is the fuel 
adm inistrator for the state. 
The Fuel Administration came into 
existence last October when the peo­ 
ple of this state faccv.a severe wint­ 
er with little coal in the bins. By

. BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 5.— (Cor­ 
respondence of The Associated Press) 
*—Restriction of exports as a result 
of the war has caused Argentina to 
seek the deveolpment of its own nat­ 
ural resources. A proposal now re­ 
ceiving a great amount o f‘publicity 
and general approval in the news­ 
papers is the suggestion made by the 
Minister of Agriculture, Pueyrredon, 
to President Prigoyen that the gov­ 
ernment build an 
electric 
power 
plant at the Igazu Falls, which, the 
minister says, would solve the 
fuel 
problem, open up vast regions of rich 
resouftes which are now dormant tor 
lack of transportation facilities and 
bring Argentina and Brazil closer to­ 
gether commercially by means of an 
electric railroad. 
One of the principal arguments of 
the minister’s friends is that the pro­ 
posed power plant would do more, 
than any other one thing toward de­ 
veloping ship-building in Argentina 
as it would open up the rich pine 
forests of 
Misiones, 
and 
provide 
smelters for reducing the limonite 
which is found in large quantities 
in this region and said to contain 
as high a3 50 per cent of iron. 
The 
working of the forests would also 
permit the manufacture of print pa­ 
per, which* has been so scarce here. 
The Igazu Falls are among 
the 
largest in the world, being nearly 
fifty feet higher than the Niagra 
Falls and three times as wide. They 
are in the Igazu River in the Ar­ 
gentine territory of Misiones on the 
Brazilian 
frontier. 
One 
section, 
known as the Dexil's Throat i3 re­ 
puted to carry as much water as the 
Niagra River. 
Dr. Pueyrredon 
conferred 
with 
the Brazilian minister here on 
the 
question of the two governments co­ 
operating on the proposition. 
Electrical engineers say that one 
of the smallest falls in the Igazu 
group could produce a million horse­ 
power without detracting any from 
the beauty qf the falls. 
Igazu Falls are little known even 
to tourists because of the difficulty 
of reaching them. From Buenos Aires 
it is necessary to go by rail or river 
to Posadas, in the territory of Mis- 
inoes, and then by horseback for sev 
oral days before reaching the falls. 
They are in a part of South America 
that is exceedingly hot and infested 
with poisonous insects so that 
the 
few who do brave the journey are 
required to wear heavy veils 
and 
gloves despite the heat

“Y** instructors 
were also promised for any company 
that organized a class in its own bar 
racks. All this 
was promised 
al­ 
though the “Y" men had been giv­ 
en only a few hours to make prepar­ 
ations, hut they were ready on the 
minute with the help that was need­ 
ed and as the men realized the lib­ 
erality of the offer that was made 
them, the hall resounded with ap­ 
plause for the Y. M. C. A. 
Encouraged by the “Y” offer of 
help, the men in large numbers have 
turned in their applications during 
the past week and they will soon be 
given a chance to show whether or 
not they have the making of officers 
in them.

Not a single 
case of this kind has been officially es­ 
tablished. 
“It matters little that reports of this 
nature bear an appearance of positive 
certitude, or are even vouched for by 
eyewitnesses. The desire for notoriety, 
the absence of criticism, and personal 
error play an unfortunate part in the 
days In which we are living. Every 
nose shot off or simply bound up, 
every eye removed, is immediately 
transformed Into a nose or eye torn 
away by the francs-tireurs. Already the 
Volkszeitung of Cologne has been able, 
contrary to the very categorical asser­ 
tions from Alx-la-Chapelle. to prove 
that there was no soldier with his eyes 
tom out Id the field ambulance of this 
town. It was said, also, that people 
wounded in this way were under treat­ 
ment In the neighborhood of Berlin, 
but whenever Inquiries have been made 
In regard to these reports, their abso­ 
lute falsity has been demonstrated. At 
length these reports were concentrated 
at Gross Llchterfelde. A newspaper 
published at noon and widely circu­ 
lated In Berlin printed a few days ago 
In large type the news that at the 
Lazaretto of Llchterfelde alone there 
were *ten German soldiers, only slight­ 
ly wounded, whose eyes hasbeen wick­ 
edly tora out.* But to a request for 
Information by Comrade Llebknecht 
the following written reply was sstot 
by the chief medical officer of the 
above-mentioned field hospital, dated 
the eighteenth of the month: 
“ ‘Sir: Happily there Is no truth 
whatever In these stories. 
‘Yours obediently, 
‘PROFESSOR RAUTENBERG,* “ 
German Soldiers Protested. 
Thus the teachings of the German 
War Book and of the German apostles 
of frightfulness, suspicion and hatred, 
had now begun to bear their natural 
fruit. 
But the voice of protest was 
not entirely silent. 
A considerable 
number of letters by German soldiers 
who were shocked by the German 
atrocities were sent to Ambassador 
Gerard, because he was the representa­ 
tive of the United States, the leading 
neutral nation. 
The three letters 
which follow, In translation, were re­ 
ceived by the American ambassador 
from German soldiers. 
Here Is the protest of a German sol­ 
dier, an eye-witness of the slaughter of 
Russian soldiers In the Masurian lakes 
and swamps: 
“It was frightful, heart-rending, ac 
these masses of human beings were 
driven to destruction. Above the ter­ 
rible thunder of the cannon could he 
heard the heart-rending cries of the 
Russians: *0 Prussians! O Prussians!* 
—hut there was no mercy. Our captain 
had ordered: H ie whole lot most die; 
so rapid fire.* Aa I have heard, five 
men and one officer on our aide went 
mad from these heart-rending cries. 
But most of my comrades and the offi­ 
cers joked as the unarmed and helpless 
Russians shrieked for mercy while 
they were being suffocated In the 
swamps and shot down. The order 
was: *01096 up and at It harder!* For 
days afterwards those heart-rending 
yells followed me and I dare not 
of them or I shall go mad. There Is no 
God. there la no morality and no ethics 
say more. There are no human beings 
any more, but only beasts. Down with* 
militarism. 
“If you are a truth-loving man, 
please receive these lines from a com­ 
mon Prussia soldier.** 
Following to the testimony of another

Travis. The men

In order that every man should be 
aware of the opportunity that is his, 
all recruits and non-commissioned of­ 
ficers in Camp Travis who have had 
a high school or college training, 
were marched to the great Y. M. C. 
A. auditorium where the president of 
the examining board, explained the 
processes and requirements for gain­ 
ing entry into one of the training 
camps. 
The War Department has 
adopted as its permanent policy in 
the training of officers for this war, 
a school what is known as the Cen­ 
ti a1 School Plan. Candidates at the 
first training camps for officers were 
recruited from £ivii life. Two of 
these camps were held Jast summer, 
but with the formation of the Na­ 
tional Army .the policy was, and is, 
to secure officer material from the 
ranks. The second plan of camp was 
adopted whereby each newly formed 
division inaugurated and maintained 
a Divisional School for the training 
of officers. 
With the rapid move­ 
ment of the divisions overseas it be­ 
came apparent that in order to insure 
continuity of plan and instruction, 
it would be necessary to add the ele­ 
ment of permanency to the camp, 
thereby insuring a higher grade of 
instruction and the benefiting from 
experience in training large numbers. 
To consumate this method, Central 
Training schools for infantry officers 
were established at Camp Pike, Ark., 
Camp Gordon. Ga., and Camp Lee, 
Va., for Field Artillery offificers at 
Camp Zachary Taylor, Ky., for Ma­ 
chine Gun officers at Camp Hancock, 
Ga., and for Quartermaster officers, 
at Joseph E. Johnston, Jacksonville,

we say when the Deutsches Offizier-

single murdered Pomeranian grena* 
tiler?* Those are the desires of blood­ 
thirsty fanatics and we are thoroughly 
Ashamed of ourselves because It ii 
possible that there are people among 
us who urge such things.”

INDIANAPOLIS, 
Oct. 
31.—The 
most peculiar political campaign in 
the history of Indiana will close with 
election day on N ot. 5. Chief interest 
centers in the election of congress­ 
men in thirteen districts. There has 
been no political campaign in the 
usual meaning of the term—spread- 
eagle oratory, red-ll re, 
rallies, 
pa­ 
rades, and marching clubs. The cam­ 
paign has been carried on almost en­ 
tirely through correspondence, news­ 
paper advertising and various other 
forms of publicity. 
Speaking 
and 
public meetings, 
usually attendant on a political cam­ 
paign were cancelled first because of 
the Fourth Liberty Loan campaign, 
during which a political truce was de­ 
clared, and later by the Spanish in­ 
fluenza, when authorities prohibited 
public meetings. It was expected this 
ban would be continued until at least 
the Sunday before election. 
Although this is what is consider­ 
ed an ‘ off year" in Indiana politics, 
registration was unusually heavy in 
most counties. 
Under a law passed 
by the 1917 state legislature absent 
soldiers will be permitted to vote and 
commissions have been sent to all the 
army camps in the United States to 
register the Indiana voters. Only 6,- 
171 soldiers registered, however, a 
lack of interest being reported. The 
soldier’s ballots were to be mailed 
to the clerks of their home counties 
and placed in the ballot boxes on elec- 
day. 
Aside from local fights on county 
tickets, election of the thirteen con­ 
gressmen holds the center of the 
stage. At present Indiana is repre­ 
sented in congress by nine Republi­ 
cans and four Democrats in the 
House and two Republicans in the 
Senate.

SEATTLE, Oct. 31.—Two 
Arctic 
explorers, Roald Amundsen, noted 
Norwegian, drifting in his ice locked 
boat eastward from the Atlantic, and 
Storker Storkerson, lieutenant of 
Vilhjalmur Stefansson, Canadian ex­ 
plorer, floating westward from the 
Pacific on an ice pack, are both be­ 
lieved aproaching the New Siberian 
I Islands, which jut out of the Arctic 


j Ocean off the mouth of the Lena Riv­ 
er in Siberia. 
Authorities credited 
w ith knowing the Artic surrents be­ 
lieve the two will reach the islands 
early next year. 
No other explorers are now in the 


j Arctic and it is thought very likely 
i that neither Amundsen or Storkerson 
knows the other has the same goal in 
mind. They probably will not meet, 
for Storkerson is expected to arrive 
ahead of Amundsen 
and 
probably 
will land far west of 
Amundsen’s 
course. 
Amundsen, the discoverer of the 
South Pole and navigator of the dif­ 
ficult northwest passage, is on the 
first lap of a journey to the North 
Pole. 
He expects to make the last 
lap by airplanes. Storkerson 
is 
* bound back in the general direction 
of civilization after spending several 
years in the Arctic. Both are seek­ 
ing new lands and studying the cur­ 
rents and life of the northern ocean. 
When Amundsen reaches the Si­ 
berian Islands, the current, it is be­ 
lieved will turn and carry him north. 
He is expected to remain with the 
drift until it lands him on the immov­ 
able ice far up towards the 
Pole. 
There, according to his plans, he will 
establish a base and attempt to fly 
fly the rest of the distance to the top 
of the globe. 
Storkerson, according to his plans 
will leave his 
ice 
pack when 
it 
reaches the Siberian 
islands. With 
his five men he will come ashore and 
make his way back to Alaska. His 
friends expect to hear of him land­ 
ing sometime next summer near the 
Lena. Howei’er, they say 
he 
may 
change his plans and come ashore 
before that time. 
Stefansson, when he was in the 
north last winter, planned to make 
the trip Storkerson is now on. After 
he completed arrangements and pur­ 
chased all the necessary supplies and 
dogs, illness forced him to come out­ 
side. 
When he left he put Storker­ 
son in charge. 
The Canadian thinks Storkerson’s 
trip is one of the most daring Arctic 
feats ever undertaken. 
"He is ap 
there camped on the ice and practi­ 
cally living off the ice pack." Stefan- 
son says. "Other explorers do tholr 
work from their ships. Ships are lit­ 
tle less than floating hotels. Stoker- 
son has no ship. If Storkerson doesn't 
get homesick we should hear from 
him next year." 
Storkerson and his five men were 
landed last May on the 
ice 
pack 
about 150 miles northwest of Her- 
schel Island. Rough estimates show 
that the ice at times drifts more than 
ten miles a day. This current, Stef­ 
ansson thinks, 
carried 
Storkerson 
westward until in October he prob­ 
ably was about 200 miles due north 
from Wrangel Island, off Siberia and 
east of the New Siberian Islands. 
The .Karluk, 
Stefansson’s 
first 
boat, which was lost, was carried 
westward from off Alaska. When It 
was crushed in the Ice. it was off 
Wrangel Island. Storkerson expect­ 
ed to get caught in the same current 
and go on beyond Wrangel to the Si­ 
berian Islands.
